Summary of Question : 

At the request of the Board of Selectmen, the 2014 Annual Town Meeting voted to ask 
the Legislature to authorize placement of this question on the 2015 annual election ballot, which 
the Legislature did. This ballot question asks the electorate to authorize the Board of Selectmen 
to issue up to 5 additional licenses (for a maximum total of 20) for the sale of all alcoholic 
beverages to be consumed on the premises in restaurants or function rooms that can seat at least 
50 people. 

Currently, the Board of Selectmen is authorized to issue up to 15 licenses, and to date, all 15 of 
these licenses have been issued. A “yes” vote on this ballot question would authorize, but not 
require, the Board of Selectmen to issue up to 5 additional licenses for a maximum of 20 total 
licenses for the sale of alcoholic beverages to be consumed on the premises in restaurants or 
function rooms that can seat at least 50 people. A “no” vote would make no change in existing 
licensing of sales of alcoholic beverages for consumption on the premises. This question does 
not affect package stores.
